His OwnInjunctions Observed

Reminiscences of the Novelist,

Gad’'s Hill and Rochester.
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Another Oceoupnnt of the “‘Foet’s Corner™ -
Consultations ns to n Burlnl Pluce—tGirave of
Dickens—The (bneqnles.

From the London Daily News, June 185,

The mortal remains of Mr, Charles Dickens were
deposited In Poet's Corner, Westminster Aobey, at
an early hour yegterdony morning. On Friday 1ast,
on the day on which BMr, Dickens' lamented death
became known, Dr. Stanley, the Dean of Westmin-
ster, had an interview with Mr. Charles Dickens, the
younger, andiproposed thut our great English author
should be interred in Westminster Abbey, From
that time until Monday evening the matter was un-
der earnest conslderation. Mr, Dickens' family
took counsel with thelr father's dearest and oldest
friends, and after due deliberation ana consuitation
on the terms of the written (nstructions they held,
asked the Dean of Westminster whether it wonld
be possible to have csrtaln conditions complied with
if they consented that the interment should be at
Westminster,

THE GRAVE,

The answer was satisfactory, and Charles Dickens
Hes, without one of his Injunctlons respecting his
funeral having been violated, sarrounded by poots
and men of geniug, Shakespeare’'s marble efigy
looked yesterday into his open grave; at his feet are
Dy, Johnsgon and David Garrlck; his head s by Ad-
dison and Handel; while Oliver Goldsmith, Rowe,
Southey, Campbell, Thomeon, Eheridan; Macaulay,
and Thackeray, or thelr memorials, enclrele him;
and “Poets Corper,” the most familiar spot in the
whole Abbey, has thus recelved an illastrions addi-
tion to its pecalinr glory., Separated from Dickens’

rave, by the statued of Shakespeare, Soathey, and

Imomson, and close by the door to *'Post'a Corner,”

are the memorials of Ben Jonson, Dr, Samunel But-

ler, Mliton, Spenser, and Gray ; while Chaucer, Dry-
den, Cowley, Mason, Shadwell, and Prior are hard
by, aud tell the bystander, with their wealth of great
names, Now :—
These poots near Princes sloep
Aud in ono grave thslr mansion keep,
THE FUNERAL.

Dickens' obsequles were as simple as he desired,
The news thata special train left Rochester at an
carly hour yesterday morning, and that it carrled
hig remains, was soon telegraped to London; bat
every arrangement had been completed beloreband,
and there was no one in the Abbey, noone to toliow
the three simple mourning coaches and the hearse,
no one to obtrude upon the mourners, The waiting-
room at Charing Cross station was set apart for the
latter for the quarter of an hour they remained
there; the Abbey doors were closed directly they
reached 1t, and even the mourning conches were not
permitted to wait, A couple of street cabs and a
single brougham took the funeral party away
when the last solemien rites were over, 80 that
passera-by  were  unaware that any cere-
mony was being conducted; and it was not until a
gooda hour after that the south transept began to
uil. There were no cloaks, no weepers, no bands ;
Lo Scarfg, no feathers—none of the dismal feippery
of the undertaker, We yesterday bade the reader
turn to that portion of “Great Expectations,” in
which the funeral of Joe Gargery's wife 1s described ;
he will there find fall detalls of the miserable
things omitted. In the same part of the
game volume he will  find  reverent allusion
to the time when “those nolle passages ave read
which remind hamanity how it bhrooght nothing mto
the world, and can take nothing out, and how [t

A week before his death, that I, his eldest son, and
Iatterly his assistant editor, should succeed him in
the management of the journal so long conneoted
with his name, In accordance with this cleariy.ex.
pressed desire, ana st in the hope inspired by 8o
encouraging a mark of his confidence, I address my-
gelf to the falfiliment of the task which he ap-
pointed me to discharge. X

It i intended that the management of Al the Year
Round, in the future, shall be based on precisely the
same principles as those on which It has np to this
time been conducted. The same authors who have
coptributed to ita columns in time past will con-
tribute to them still. The same spirit which has in
the past pervaded it pages will, 8o far as consclen-
tions endeavor may render it possible, pervade them
#till, The same earncst desire to advocate what
is right and true, and to oppose what Is false
aud unworthy, which was the gulding principle of
my father's career, and which has always charac
terized his mansgement of Al the Year Round, will,
1 mogt earnestly hope, continue to be apparent in its
every word, 8o much, then, being the same, it may
not be presumptaous in me to hope that the same
readers with whom this journal, and that which pre-
ceded it, found favor for 80 mMANy yoars, may
still care to see the familinr title-page on
their tables a8 of old. With this brief ex-
planation of the course 1 propose to adapt,
and omitting all referéence whatever to
my own personal feelinge in connection with the
great sorrow which has rendered this statement
necessary, I leave the foture journal to speak for
itself. %It 18 better that esery kind of work,
honestly andertaken and discharged, should speak
for itgelf than be spoken for.” These were the
words with which my father Inangurated the New
Series of All the Year Lound. 1 cannot surely do
better than repeat them in this place,

Reminiscences of the tireat Author—His Leve
of France.

M. Paul Feval has published in the Gaulois some |
interesting recollections of Mr. Charles Dickens,
with whom he was on terms of close personal |
iriendghip, Mr, Dickens had peen presentat the
funeral of Frederie Soulle, In 1847, and afterwards
sald to M. Feval: “I begin to love France slnce [
gaw this, Englishmen are found to assemble roand
n hearse, becanse having never any fete they are

lad to sec any public ceremony whatsoever.
P“‘n‘ut here it I8 not i mass, but a ||:1eu le who come
ogether on such occasions. From the Rue Vendome
to I'ern la Chaise 1 saw but two unbroken lines of
human beipgs In deep mourning.” M. Feval also
tells the following story, which he claim$ to have
heard from M. Fechter's own llps, Addressing M.
Fechter, M, Feval gays:—

You had carried on the direction of the Lyceum

Theatre with a brilliant result; every evenlng youar
talent filed that house, which was only 100 small;
but every theatre has the sad afllction which we
call the management. 1 dont Kknow how it
happened, but a foll house left yon with

an empty cash-box., One evening you had a
discussion with your maoager, and he Incon-
testably  proved to {ﬂn that yoa were some
£8000 1n his debt. You had beon under the impres-
glon that there was & balance of ab least twice
that amount on your slde, but artists are in this |tke
great Jords—thelr men of business often trouble
them with these unpleasant sarprises. You went out
rather angry and not a little embarrassed, for {t was
not at all to your taste to remain {n thls man's
debt,

“How are you, Fechter, my dear fellow 7" It was
the cheery volce of Dickens, as he turned the corner
of Covent Garden. You told him with some amount
of feeling how you were sitaated., Dickens exs
pressed no compassion, but shook hands and wished
you good night.

You thought it hard, but “such is friendship.”
Oply the next morning the manager looked you up.
“T'he matter was not so pressing as all that, my
dear sir,” sald he.

“Whut do you mean ?"

“Why, about that £8000, Charles Dickens came
and hended me the cash on your vehalf at 12 o'clock
last night.”

Dickens had for Balgac & kind of frightensd admi-
ration. Hereproached him for his excesslve egotism,
but he greatly preferred him to George Sand, whose
style he was, a8 a forelgner, almost unable to appre-
clate. Dickens knew, however, very mach of the
French belles lettres. He knew by heart Gozlan's
“Aratide Frolssard ;" the postiinmons novels of Mery
seemed to give him moments of the greatest joy.
M. Feval has seen him at once hing and orying
ovVer & pﬂo of Alphonse Daudet, It was on the sug.
gestion of Dickens and Thackeray that M. Feval
attempted to introduce into Fravce the system of
publie resmmﬂ which #t was reserved o M Sarcey
onally to establish in that conntry.

A HEBREW WEDDING.

Scene In n Synangogne—Interruption of n Mar.
ringe Ueremony.

Yesterday afternoon, says the Washington
Star of last eveniog, the nynnFOﬁue on Eighth
street, between H and I, was filled to overflow-
ing by lsraelites and Christians to witness the
marriasge of Mr. 8clomon Caro, of New York, to
Elizabeth Abrahams, of this city,

The reader, Mr. Jacobson, commenced the
service by delivering the nuptial address or ser-
mon In Eoglish, in which he spoke of the dutles
of husband and wife to each otheér and to the
werld. Duriog lts delivery the father of the
groom, Rabbi Uaro, who was to have taken part
in the ceremony, had been seated to the left of
the desk. At its close he was beckoned te hy

Mr. Jacobson, but instead of continuing the |

ceremony, he took a position in front of the
young couple and addressed them in Ilebrew,
saying that it was against his conviction to con-
tinue the services in the reformed style; that he
was orthodox, and could not allow the cere-
mony to proceed. The bridal Hm ty remained in
their place a few minutes, and then the bride
telling the groom that they had better return to
her father's, they walked down the alsle, and,
taking the carriages, immediately proceeded to
Mr. Abrahams' residence.

These proceediugs caused considerable sur-
mise on the part of those present who did not
undersiand the Hebrew tongue, butl it was soon
learned that the Rabbl objected to the cere-
rony because of the absence of the canopy, the
use of which the strictly orthodox lsraelites (of
which he is one) hold to be an essential part of
their marriage ceremony. This canopy, which
is made of blue silk, and supported upon four
posts held by young men of the congregation, is
supposed to represent the blue arch of heaven.
1t is not used by the Reform Hebrews, and it is
represented on behalf of the congregation here
that they simply granted the younthfal couple
(who are neither of them members of this
branch of the Chureh) the use of the synagogue
without auy stipulation beiog made as to the
ufe of the canopy. That any misuuderstanding
or Interruption should have occurred Is deeply
regretted by them, but they could not foresee
that granting the use of the synagogue simply
would lead to such a result as it did in this
case,

The audience left the synagogue, most of
them disappointed, but a number who had invi-
tations to the house of Mr. Abrahams proceeded
thither, Here the bridal party had arrived, and
after evening prayers the father of the bride
signed the marringe contract, and the ceremony
was performed with all the forms and symbols
psed by the orthodox Israelites. A canopy was
ralsed in the centre of the room, the poles at

| the corners being held by the bystanders, and

the groom with the groomsmen and brides-
maids baving taken their positions under it, the

| bride was called in, and the Rabbl, after the

preliminary prayer, read the marriage contract,
and the ring having been handed to him by the
groom he placed it on the finger of the bride,
and the pair partook of vuptial wine. Rabbi
1llowy read the seven benedictions, and the wine
having been again presented was drank by the
couple. In conclusion the glass was broken by
Dr. Ilowy on the hearth.

FROM DEATH TO LIFE.

A Man Washed Overboard-Silxteen Hours
Flonttog on a Jolst—Finnl Mafety.

In a recent issue, says the Cleveland Horald

of the 20th instant, we made note of the sup- |
posed loss of a man from the lumber barge |

dusan Ward, In tow with {wo others, during the
#torm of Monday night. Search having been
made for him, the only chauce of his belng alive
secmed to be in the possibility of his haviog been
pleked up by some passing vessel and carried to
another port. The surprise of the crew can
well be imagined when the missing man ap-
peared to their vision in the cabin of the barge
in this port as they were at dinner on Wednes-
day. Not long after, he favored our sanctnm
with a call, knowing we would, from our lnterest
in sailors, be glad 1o know of his safety.

This is his narrative in brief. Between one
and two o'clock of Tuesday morning, when
about twenty-five mliles off thiz port, during a
heavy blow, portions of the deck loads of lum-
ber of the three barges in tow of the steamer
Dubungue were washed overboard, and James
Melledy, one of the erew of the middla barge,
SBugan Ward, went over with them. The dark-
pess, the wind andthe heavy sea prevented ex-
ertions being made to look for him at the time.
He was a swimmer, and made for the tow line
of the after barge, Merrlmuc, but the swashin
about o f the floating lumber and the surging o
the line, compelled him to let go and rely upon
the lumber. This, too, although it afforded him
“ nuﬂpon. compelled bis being jammed and
knocked abont to such such a degree that if he
hoe not been strong and bhardy he must have
been obliged to let go from sheer exhaunstien.
Happily he was tough, and a swimmer be-
side, His experience and observation had
tapght him that a broad board was harder to
manage in a sca than a small one, and he accord-
ingly, as soon as he could see, plcked out a joist
about ten inches wide and twelve feet long.
With this be shoved clear of the mass and gave
himself up to drifting. By this it s not to be
supposed he had nothing to do but to keep hold
and float quietly along upon the sorface of the
water. The sea was, as we have sald, heavy
and broken; the jolst would roll, and his hands
would have to ply quite lively to enable him to
keep hold; at times it would rear itself uprigut,
and again a new system of tactics had to be
adopted, and 30 he struggled during the long
hours from the time af his golng overboard at
1 o'clock of the morning til & of the afternoon,
when he reached shore. The waler was cold,
and the risk of cramp was added to his perils.
He had the foresight, as soon as he could, to
get off his heavy outer clothing and put him-
self in as free a condition for easy action as
L)mslbla. About 11 o'clock Tuesday forenoon,
e got slght of land. He was then driftin
towards it, but in & few moments the wine
changed and he commenced drifting away,
Agaln the fickle wind shifted and set him
towards the shore. This time he determined not
to be entirely at the mercy of the wind and
eurrent, and by swimming avalled himself of

the ald of the clements.

He Is much brulsed, being, as he says, “siiff,
and black and blue all over." The escape (rom
drowning I8 wonderful, and 18 clearly owlog to
his strength, hardihood, and his being able to
swim. Anordipary lanédsman wounld undoubted!y
have been losi,

MOUNT YERNON.
—_— -
Mecting of the Lady Vice-Hegents—Flans for
the lmprovement of the Estate.
A correspondent of the New York Evening
Post writes as follows: —

Mount Vernon possesses more than ordinary
attractions just now In consequence of the
meeting there of the vice-regents of the Mount
Vernon Association, a corps of talented women
who meet annually in council to devise ways
and means to keep up this home of the Father
of his Country, which has been confided to thelr
care,

A reception was given by the council on
Wednesday, the 22d—a royal day in June it was,
too—cool and charming.

From the broad high porch of the house,
which runs across its front, we were ushkered
into the grand banqueting hall, into the pre-
gence of the twelve vice-regents of the Mount
Vernon Asgociation.

I doubt if a more goodly array of matrons ever
raced that hall in the palmiest days of Mount
‘ernon; if the Lees or the Custises or the Fair-

faxes could show more beauly, elegance, or in-
tellect,

During the war Mount Vernon was always
neutral  ground, although frequently sur-
rounded, first by one party, then by the other.
The regent, whose duty it is to call together the
councll, was at her home in Bouth Carolina;
mnur of the vice-regenta were also in the Bouth,
aud little conld be or was done, further than to
keep the place from actual desolation. Miss
Cunningham—who was the original projector
of (he idea to purchase the estate and who pro-
bably has done more towards the payment for
it than any other woman—has come to live
there, and has ulread{ done much towards re-
pairing and renovating it; but the income is
small and uncertain, coming princlim‘lly from
the receipta of the boat, and from selling fruit,
vegetables, and milk. But this is too untrast-
worthy n moanuer of supporting the establish-
ment and estate, and the regent has called the
council to weet at the place, that they may see,
by personal inspection, the necessity of sowme
great effort.

They hope to be able to rebuild the colon-
nades between the house and the offices,
kitehen, ete., in the original manner, to provide
in some decree angainst fire; and to drain the
cellar, which I8 always partly full of water.
After attending to these necessary repairs, they
hope to be able Lo restore some of the ur{glmtl
furpiture and ornaments or to replace them by
guitable ones. The rooms have heen greatly
improved by a little Eaint and thorough cleans-
ing. Huge fenders have been placed over the
hearths and mantel-pleces to prevent their
further mutilation by relic hunters. One of the
chambers, the blue room, where it i8 said Gene-
ral Lafayette slept, has been furnished by the
efforis of Mrs, Halsted, of New Jersey, who has
been unceasing in her labors, Her example has
inspired other vice-regents, who have pledged
themselves to furnish each a room, and in this
way the eighteen bed-rooms will soon have an
inhabited aspect.

They intend to make a great effort to pur-
chase the equestrian portrait of *Washingion
before Yorktown,” which baogs in the Capitol.
This seems a suitable rlulure for the Mount
Vernon mansion, as It 18 not only an excellent
likeness of General Washington, but also of his
military family, five officers who accompanied
bim on the memorable oceaslon. The picture
was painted by Rembrandt Peale, and now
hangs in the Capitol, although it still belongs to
the Peale family, who are anxions to sell it.

There are bésides some family Eortmlu of
great interest scattered thron the coumrr
which should be collected and hung In their old
places; and some very Interesting relics which
would add much to the charm of the place.
The veritable basket in which Mrs. Washington
enrried her keys In those good old days, when
every lady, no matter what her position, was
her own housckeeper, and the medicine chest
from which she dispensed health to her famlly
and retalpers, are 1o the possession of a Vir-
ginia family, who will consent to part with
them fora consideration,
